The Justices then proceeded to elect a presiding Justice, to 
act as a chairman of the Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions for 
the said County of Lincoln; Whereupon, Phillip Koonce was elect- 
ed without opposition and immediately took his seat as such, 


Benjamin Bradford was also appointed Sheriff by the said Justice 
pro-tem, 


The Justices then proceeded to elect a clerk of the Court and 
Quarter Sessions for the said County of Lincoln, and being made ! 
thereof, Brice li, Garner} William B, Higgins*and William Jackson” 
appeared and offered themselves as candidates for that appoint- 
ment, whereupon a balloting took place, and it appeared that 

Brice I, Garner had received ten votes, William 8. Higgins had 1 
received ore vote and William Dickson four votes, Brice Hi, Garner 
was thereupon declared duly and Constitutuonally elected, 


The Justices then proceeded to the election of a & eriff and 
proclamation thereof being made Cornelius Slater} William Camp- 
- bell Samuel Buchanane’ind William Roundtree*“offered themselves 
as candidates for that office; Whereupon a balloting took place, 
and it appearing Cornelius Slater had nine votes, William Camp~ 
pell five votes, Samuel Buchanan one vote and William Roundtree 
blank. Cornelius Slater was thereupon declared to be duly and 
constitutionally elected Sheriff for said Co. for two years, 


A Proclamation being made for the election of a Register, Henry 
Kelso, Samuel Barnes, Thomas NcBrideVand Presley Ward of fered S0OM 
themselves as candidates for that office; and balloting took 
place, It appeared that Samuei Barnes had five votes, Thomas 
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McBride had four votes, Henry Kelso had three votes, and Presley
